Paper money Is of two kinds, having
two origins, ceredit money and repre-
sentative money

Crediy money consists of cortifiontes
of deposit lssued by the government or
by bunks, and promising to pay on de-
mand the sums of money named in the
hills,

Represeptutive money  conslsts of
cortificates of deposit  fssued by the
government or some corporation which
receives gold or silver from any deposit-
or and gives him in exchange u certifi-
ente for the amount.  These cortifiontes
ropresent money aetually on deposit and
to be had by the holder of the cortificate
on demund,  The greenbacks and
national bunk notes are ecredit money,
holng only promises to pay: the gold
nand sllver cortifieates nre representas
tive money.

The muin differencé botween the two
olasses of paper {s that there ean never
be more vepresentative money In clr-
culation than there Is coln on deposit,
while the credit money may be jssued
to uny extont the law will permit,
